They made this deduction 
from the German’s plan of massed at­ 
tack, the number of troops they are 
employing and the strength of the al­ 
lied resistance. 
The allied loasen. It was declared, 
would be far less than those of the 
Germans, because they are fighting 
on the defensive. 
German statements that American 
troops had taken part In the fighting 
on the British front in France has not 
been confirrmed. 
Officials, including 
Major General March, acting chief of 
staff, declined to comment on the re­ 
port. 
Although a detachment of American 
engineers was caught In the German 
counter attacks In the Cambral sali­ 
ent several months ago, oflilcers Indi­ 
cated there was nothing to show that 
any American troops other than en­ 
gineers or special units had been at­ 
tached to the British forces.

London.—^Many Interesting stories 
come from France about the keenness 
of mind and the eager spirit of the 
American oillcers arriving at the front. 
These ofllcers get “on the job** nt once 
and display a desiro to learn and to be 
wliore the shells are whizzing and the 
Huns are to be seen, 
The first tendency of the Britishers 
Is to be somewhat envious of the elab­ 
orate paraphernalia and equipment of 
the Americans, but the disposition of 
the latter to share everything he has 
with his colleagues, be they French or 
British, nt once puts him on a most 
friendly basis. 
A British oiHcer, writing in tho 
Dally News, tells of the arrival of 
two of these American officers nt 
the front. 
After describing an old 
French chateau, ‘‘full of gusts of wind, 
of ghosts and labyrinthine passages,’* 
he says that those two Americans 
lugged Into the place with trunks and 
bags and quickly made themselves at 
home. 
Make Themselves at Home at Once. 
He descrlhos their entrance thus: 
^*And Just then the ’ door creaked 
open, and two pleasant faced young 
men In khalcl, and wearing wide­ 
awake hats with gold and black cord 
twined around them, put their heads 
In, looked round, bade me a pleasant 
good evening, looked at the pile of 
boxes, said they supposed this was i 
where they were coming in, and ex^ 
pected, and were quite prepared to put 
up with hardships, and rapldiy took 
possession. 
“This, then, was the American army 
come to stay. These young gentlemen 
had traveled from the other side of 
the Atlantic to help out the allies, and 
with thorn had como their belongings 
packed In trunks. Thinking, of course, 
of the limited number of beds, I said: 
‘How many are there of you?* ‘I guesfj 
there are only two coming In here,* 
ono replied. That seemed good enough, 
and I snid to myself: 'This army has 
got some transportation. 
If a couple 
of lieutenants carry this lot, what 
must an array carry?* 
“I don’t regret their coming. They 
were nice Americans. 
They asked a 
lot of questions, and In doing ao 
skinned me of my knowledge of the 
western front. And from those trunks 
tlii\v produced plcees of equlprpent 
which made me envious—automatic 
revolvers, mnrlced with a large U. S, 
A., and ammunition; glasses, boots, 
legiclngs, coats, bats, mess tins, watei 
bottles, spare tunics, flash lamps— 
everything, In fact, which makes oui 
own olHcers when on the move lool? 
like Christmas trees. These young of» 
fleers w^ere even more tho complete 
ofllcer than wo profess to be; but all 
th(»lr decorative effects wero stowed 
and locked away in trunks. And. look» 
ing at the proposition fairly ^nd 
squarely. I began to like those trunks, 
Democratic DlGclpline. 
‘‘AVe settliHl dow'n to work together 
These Amerlcnn ofllcors are of the 
stamp of tho Canadian and Australian 
oilicer—keen, alert, good shots, and en­ 
dowed witli what they themselvos call

me the morning after he had dumped 
his master’s kit in my room, and I 
don’t think I felt any resentment at 
being called a fellow. 
“These officers had that Inevitable 
eagerness to hear the guns and see the 
In.slde of warfare w'hlch one finds in 
newly arrived British officers. 
And 
there Is the same kind of speculating 
and gues.sing as to what Is going to 
happen, when It will happen, and tho 
chances of an early ‘bllghty,* 
But 
there Is something more. These Amer­ 
ican officers have definite views on tho ‘ 
t 
war. 
One of them told me that he 
expected 
to find 
the BHtish 
and 
French armies someNvhat ragged and 
worn after their long struggle. What 
he had found was just the reverse. 
The British army made him blink; It 
was so highly polished and extraor­ 
dinarily smart, slick, alert and full 
‘swank.' 
He expected to find low 
moi-ale, Instead of which he finds It 
high. Personally I think these officer» 
had come to criticize, but they remain 
to admire in amaze, 
| 
“And all this discovery leads to a 
certain shyness—something which Is 
new to Yankee temperament. My tw^o 
friends of the heavy baggage seemed 
to regard me as an expert in this %var 
game, and an expert who had to be 
treated with respect. 
Consciously or 
unconsciously, they gave me an as- 
(H*ndance over them. 
I was the war^- 
rlor, they the tyros coming on to the 
fiiUfl of experience. 
One day, in a 
chail^ng remark, I compared their lord­ 
ly trunks and my Jlitle bundle of bu-< 
lonirlngs, pnd thereafter the trunks 
Keenied to >jI1 for constant apoK^Ies.

Signal corps, 151,747. 
Quartermaster’s cbrps, 140,000v 
Medical corps, 15,000 officers.

Staff, 52,129.

In this season and at this time when 
thousands of our young troops are be­ 
ing mobilized for the National army 
and are, of necessity, exposed to nn- 
usual conditions often producing nerv­ 
ous chills, is the wise time to econo­ 
mize on soap. Again, when the cost 
of living is so high all along the line. 
It w’ill be an economy to use less soap 
as it is a much-abused article. It is not 
necessary, as so many seem to think, 
to have a stifi, creamy lather in order 
.to dissolve tJie dirt that is filling up 
the pores of the skin. On the contrary, 
very little soap—pure soap—is re­ 
quired to break up the dirt and per­ 
mit the water to remove it from the 
pores so that the glands may per/orm 
their normal duly. 
The" pores are the openings on the 
surface of the skin of tlie sweat glands 
and must be kept clear and free from 
either dirt, soap or any matter that 
would tend to interfere with their ac­ 
tion in the elimination of perspiration. 
Imperfect action of the sweat glands is 
a source of disease, various matters 
accunmlatlng^ in the system, which 
would otherwise be eliminated. 
Therefore, economy in soap would 
not only be a saving in money, but 
would help in saving humtin life, by 
cutting down respiratory diseases# 


Prime Minister of England 
Asks an Extra Hour a Day 
to Help Beat the Germans 


While American farmers are being 
urged to do everything po5vsible to help 
feed tho nations engaged with Ameri­ 
ca in tho war, they should not got the 
notion that those nations are not do­ 
ing their utmost to feed themselves. 
Lloyd George, prime minister of 
Great Britain, has just issued an ap­ 
peal to the agricultural workers of 
England, which could also have been 
very properly made to American farm­ 
ers.

“I ask all* workers on the land to 
do their very utmost to help to grow 
more food. 
There is a shortage of 
food all over tjie world, and we may 
have to feed our army and navy, as 
well as ourselves on what we can grow 
at home. 
They cannot fight on unless 
they are properly fed. Every full day’s 
work that you do helps to shorten the 
war, and brings peace and victory 
nearer. Every idle day and all loiter­ 
ing lengthens the war and lessens the 
chance of victory. 
“Your comrades in tho trenches are 
under fire every hour of the day and 
night. 
Will you not help them to win 
by working an extra hour- each day? 
That is the way in which we can beat 
the Germans.**

Cotton and Soy Beans Fat- 
Producers Giving America 
Advantage Over Germany 


“The'Germans, with their colossal 
military preparedness, failed miserably 
at one point. 
They had soldiers and 
guns galox'e, but they wore short of fat, 
says Milo Hastings in Physical Culture 
w’riting on 
“The Extravagance of 
Meat.’* No provision had been made 
in their domestic economy to produce 
Iiome grown vegetable fats. When im­ 
portations were shut off and the quan­ 
tities of live stock were reduced as a 
matter of economizing grain food, the 
Germans both industrially and diotetl- 
cally suffered acutely from fat priva­ 
tion. 
‘'Their laboratory food scientists had 
»told the military authorities that car­ 
bohydrates were dietetic equivalents of 
fat. Through the means of most pain­ 
ful experience the Germans found out 
the scientists had been mistaken, and 
smuggling fat into Germany today is 
as profitable as shipping whisliy the 
week before Christmas. 
“In America we have no such prob­ 
lem of the shortage of fats. As a by­ 
product of our cotton industries we 
hav^ an annual production of 150.000,- 
000 gallons of oil, and we have the soil 
and climate suitable for the production 
of other vegetable fats. 
Among the 
most promising of such fat producing 
crops is the soy bean. 
“The soy bean is a .sort of vegetable 
live stock. All the arguments in fafor 
f of Jive stock apply to^this dls:>tinctive 
plant. Its growth enriches the soil by 
he extraction of nitrogen from the air, 
iience it is a source of actual gaining 
in soil fertility. The soy bean in our 
Southern states yields thirty bushels to 
the acre—one-thirii of the product be­ 
ing oil and another third protein. Both 
.elements are excellent human foods,

Particularly is this survey 
of interest at the present time as the 
attention of the reading public has 
boon drawn to the capture of the Holy 
City and its occupation by the Brit­ 
ish. 
For many centuries the, season of 
L('nt has been a very important period 
of tho year in tho Holy Land, and es­ 
pecially in the city of Jerusalem. At 
I this time the city is filled, often to 
overflowing, 
with 
pilgrims—Jews, 
Christians 
and 
Moslems—from 
all 
countries of the world to worship at 
its sacred shrines. 
The Holy City is çssentlally and 
strictly religious every day in the year, 
but particulai’ly during Lent. 
To de­ 
clare oneself to be without any re- 
lipous creed in Jorus/ilem is to invite 
and gain distrust and thinly veiled con­ 
tempt, and an intangible ostracism 
from all classes and creeds of the citi­ 
zens. 
The Jewish pilgrims are the least in 
numbers. Their chief point of sacred 
interest is that portion of the ancient 
wall of the fortifications of their form­ 
er temple on Mount Moriah, commonly 
known as tho “Wall of Wailing,*’ or 
“Jewish Wailing Place.” 
Tho Mount 
of Olives, the Tombs of the Prophets, 
and other minor landmarks of bygone 
ages when they owned the land ai'O 
objects of veneration. Added to these 


lem pilgrimage at the same season was 
not an unnecessary preparedness. 
Religious services were almost con­ 
tinuous day and night through Lent, 
all jnosques and Christian churclies be­ 
ing open to the worshipers. The fast 
of Lent is rigidly observed by the 
Greek, Russian, Armenian, Syriac and 
Coptic sects. 
Their diet is limited to 
bread, vegetables, fimit and vegetable 
oils, and on special days, only a little 
fish is allowed. The Catholic commu­ 
nity abstains from animal flesh diet, 
but not from eggs, butter and milk. 
Land Hurt by the War, 
This season is also important in a 
commercial sense. 
The manufacture 
of all kinds of relics and souvenirs 
occupies many of the citizens of Jeru­ 
salem and Bethlehem duiing the rest 
of the year. These are b.ought by the, 
pilgrims in great quantities, not only 
for themselves, but also for those at 
home who could not make the pilgrim­ 
age. These devotees, who, as a rule, 
live In the Holy Land from Christmas 
to Easter, visiting all its sacred shrines 
and hallowed cltias, bring much money 
into the country, also merchandise for 
sale, hence the failure of the pilgrim 
visitors since the beginning of the de­ 
vastating European war has caused 
unmitigated suffering in Palestine. 
Early in the morning of Palm Sun­ 
day the patriarchs of the above men­ 
tioned Christian sects give personally 
a genuine date-palm branch to any per­ 
son who will come forward to the offi­ 
ciating hierarch and accept it.

It is one of the 
big assets of power; but platinum is 
scarce, growing scarcer every day. 
The situation is so serious as to crip­ 
ple both the university , laboratories, 
whose patriotic chemists are working 
on war problems, and tho chemical in­ 
dustries which have developed hero 
since war began, to replace German 
productions. 
Our country contains no platinum 
mines, and the supply from the Ural 
mountains is almost unobtainable now, 
in the Russian crisis. Our other great 
platinum source, Colombia, has also 
apparently failed us at this juncture. 
The shortage is such that the metal 
now costs $98 an ounce! But for that 
very reason—^because it is doubly, 
precious—some unthinking persons de­ 
sire it all the more to adorn them­ 
selves. 
Think of it I To adorn one’3 
feilly self, at the expense of one’s coun­ 
try’s safety! Surely there is no Amer­ 
ican woman so selfish, when once she 
knows the truth. 
Surely no one de­ 
sires to be more beautiful at the cost 
of blood. 
Jewelry set In platinum is undenia­ 
bly rich. But one is not, I hope, think­ 
ing about rich elTects In dress nowa­ 
days.

Daylight Saving 
Will Not Disrupt. 
Wtfthinirton, March 20—The dayli^hl 
enving bill w m signed by President Wil­ 
son, 
It puts clocks forward an hour, the last 
Sunday in March (March 31) and turns 
them hark HRain the laet Sunday in Og* 
tol>er (October 27). 
The dayhght savinpt bill will jro into 
effect and be observed witaont the slight­ 
est disorganization or impairment ot ex­ 
isting conditions. Trains will run as 
usual. 
Every feature of daily life into 
which the element of time enters will ro 
main unchanged. 
Before retirini? the la«t Saturday of this 
month, the American householder will 
act his clock an hour ahead. 
He then 
may go to sleep and forgot entirely about 
daylight saving until the last Saturday of 
October. 
On that date» he will reverse the pro­ 
cess, turning back the hands of the clock 
an hour. The next day the nation again 
will run on **sun*' time- 
In the summer the American man ac 
tually rise,will transact his daily business 
and retire an hour earlier than Jias been 
his custoQi. 
With his clock an hour fast, 
he will not know the difference. An hour 
of daylight thus will be saved In the af 
ternoon, 
The plan’s practicability and eiliciency 
have been demonstrated in twelve Euro­ 
pean countries. 
Advocates of the plan, 
presenting their case to congrcss, explain­ 
ed the following beneficial results would 
be achieved: 
A great saving of illuminante, such as 
oil, gas and electric power. 
Marked conservation of coal. 
Increased manufacturing production as 
the improvement in working conditions. 
General benefits to the national health, 
because of an additional hour of daylight 
which may be devoted to recreation. 
Reduction in the cost of living to some 
who can raise garden truck for domestic 
consumption. 
Improvements of training 
conditions for the fighting forces.

i Health Is Worth 
Fighting For 


Tells of Seeing Night Warfare. 
Another letter has been received from 
Lieut. E. A. Miller, of East 3erlin, eon of 
Mr. and Mrs. S. Miley Miller, of Gettys­ 
burg, formerly of Hampton, who is now 
about fifteen miles from the front 
He 
tells of the necessity of the army doctors 
caring lor the civilian population in 
France and gives a number of other inci 
dents of life back from the main battle 
line. 
He eays: 
“The French people do ¡nteogive farm­ 
ing atK>ut here. The soil is very fertile 
and produces abundantly Mining of coal 
is another induptry and yet it seems hard 
to get for fuel. 
It aeemg to be worth ita 
weight in gold when we try to buy some, 
1 suppose this is due to the great demand 
and limited labor. 
*'Nighta are znoonligbt at present and 
«very night we can bear bombs aqd raids 
over the towns and villages nearer the 
front 
We oftan w^atch the shells pf th^ 


anti aircraft defenses over the towns, can 
see the flare from the bursting shells high 
in the air as they ei^plode forming a bar 
rage to keep enemy bombing planes 
away. Our scout planes ily about here 
in the night carrying lights and dropping 
flares as they signal to each other. 
One 
daily hears the usual artillery action on 
the front, which seems to be inte;iae dur­ 
ing the past few days. 
**A11 the villages about here have many 
troops ‘en repos.' There seemb to be a 
you leave-me-alone anU IMl-leave-you- 
alone situation. It w^ould be nasy for the 
Boche to demolish with their artillery 
the villages anmnd here but of course, 
that would bring about the destraction <>f 
those back of their own linei, eo they 
don't do it. 
“ The regiment has daily parade drills, 
athletic contests, foot ball, and so on. 
Everything is done to keep the men in 
good physical condition. Tommy gets 


several half holidays during the week 
and after church parade on Sunday he 
is free. 
He certainly earns this freedom 
for he has bad a strenuous time for sever* 
al months at the front. 
“There are no civilian doctors about 
here so I have daily many French civil 
ians requiring medical attention. They 
come to aid post and those who are bed­ 
fast I visit in their homes. 
“ I have a nice room in a French billet 
with two English officers. 
It is in an es 
taminent or place where French wine is 
sold. 
WiJe is the national drink of 
France 
People drink it about the same 
as the Americans drink beer. One sees 
hundreds of these eataminets in the vil­ 
lages and along the country roads, ^hey 
pay a small government license for the 
privilege 
Wines sold are usually low in 
percentage of alcohol and I have never 
seen any one intoxicated."

April If 1018, is the final d aj al­ 
lowed under the federal Income tax 
law for the filing of federal income 
tax return». Persons who are requir­ 
ed to file returns under the provisions 
of law and who fall to get their re­ 
turns in on time are subject to se­ 
vere penalties, as follows* 
For maktng false or fraudulent re­ 
turn, not exceeding | 2 ,0 0 0 or not ex­ 
ceeding one /e a r’s imprisonment» or 
both, in the discretion of the court, 
and, in addition, 1 0 0 per cent« of the 
tax evaded. 
For failing to make return on time, 
not less than $ 2 0 nor more than $1,- 
0 0 0, and^ in addition, 50 per cent, of 
the amount of tax due. 
If on account of illness or absence 
from home you are unable to render 
your return within the time prescribed 
by law you may obtain an extension 
of 30 days if a request therefor is filed 
with the collector of your district be­ 
fore the due date of the return. 
In 
this request you must state the rea­ 
son why the return cannot be filed 
within the time prescribed by law. 
Collectors of internal * revenue are 
not authorized to grant extensions of 
more than 30 days, but the commis­ 
sioner of internal revenue has autlior- 
ity to grant a reasonable extension 
beyond 30 days in meritorious cases. 
If you desire an extension of more 
than 30 days your request should be 
addressed to the commissioner and 
should contain a detailed statement 
covering the reasons which make it 
impossible for you to file your return 
on or before April 1. 
The ihternal revenue men are now 
completing their tour of tlie country, 
during which they were in touch with 
the people of every city and town. If 
you failed to get in touch with the 
deputy which visited your section it is 
not too late to get advice. 
Consult 
your postmaster as to wiiere the near­ 
est deputy is now. 
Get your blank 
form, study tlie directions and the re­ 
quirements as shown 
thereon 
and 
make your return without fail if your 
income was sufficient to come witiiin 
the bounds named in the law. 
It is pointed out by Commissioner 
Roper that it is important that tlie 
people comply with the federal laws 
as fully as they are complying with 
the drafts for men and the conserva­ 
tion of foods and fuel. “The \var must 
be paid for,** says Commissioner Roper. 
“Congress has as much right to con­ 
script a just portion of income as it 
has to conscript our boys. 
The tax 
for 1917 is designed to reach moder­ 
ate as well as large incomes, so that 
all persons who are in financial posi­ 
tion to bear a portion of the heavy 
government expenses can be assessed 
in proportion to their ability to pay. 
“The man who is barely making a 
living or barely supporting a family 
is not affected by the 1917 law. 
But 
the man who is able to bear a share 
of the burden has been reached by 
the new law. and he should accept his 
responsibility in the same patriotic 
spirit that our young men have showm 
in -Offering themselves for this great 
purpose of the country to make the 
w’orld safe for people of all kinds to 
live in and to govern themselves.*' 
This tax is one which recognizes 
women as on an equal basis with men. 
The unmarried woman or the married 
woman with a salary must make tax 
return just the same as any man. Only 
the woman supporting her mother or 
other members of her family may take 
out $2 ,0 0 0 exemption. 
Under the law the head of tho fami­ 
ly is the one whose earning power con­ 
tributes to the family's support. 
Similarly a widow with small chil­ 
dren to support can take out »$2 ,0 0 0 
exemption and $ 2 0 0 additional exemp­ 
tion for each of her children under 
eighteen. 
Thus It Is Intended that 
the law shall work no hardship to wo­ 
men having to struggle to get along. 
But each must file return If her in­ 
come Is $1,000. 
A man whose \vife dies and who, is 
left with small children to support 
upon a moderate income may also take 
full exemption under the new tax law 
and al^o claim 
$ 2 0 0 exemption for 
each of his children under eighteen. 
The w'^idower under the law is a 
single man and must make tax re­ 
turn accordingly. 
Married men need 
not file returns unless they are earn­ 
ing $2 ,0 0 0 or more. 
“This is as much a national obliga­ 
tion as the reporting for duty of a man 
drafted for service with the colors,*' 
says D. C. Roper, commissioner of In­ 
ternal revenue. 
“As it stands, it is 
much a matter of the man or wo­ 
man’s own conscleljce. 
It Is for him 
or for her to determine just how Jar 
he is liable to the lax. He must figure 
his own Income and if it reaches the 
jfrures named in the law must make 
faithful report upon it to tlie proper 
authority, 
“This tax is distinctly a war meas­ 
ure and will be in effect during the 
war. 
“This is a people’s tax—it reaches 
right down Into the pockets of the 
small wage earner; It makes him a 
partner in the job of winning the 
war.»
